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THE IMPORTANT FEATURE 

Premier Bennett announced on Tues- 
day that the Government has made ar- 
rangements with the banks by which the 
Wheat Pool will be able to market its 
holdings of the present year’s crop in an 
“orderly manner.” This apparently means 
that the Pool will be allowed to do its sell- 
ing in a leisurely manner, without’ being 
pressed by the banks to sell quickly in or- 
der to repay advances. 

Nothing was said about the prospect 
of a better price, presumably because there 
was nothing to-say. That will be disap- 
pointing to farmers, The price is now the 
chief consideration, not the method or the 
manner of marketing, “orderly” or other. 
The Government ought at this time to be 
working out trade policies which would 
secure for Canadian wheat admission to 
importing markets on terms more favor- 
able than is accorded to other wheat-—and 
therefore somewhat better prices. 

What is not said in that connection 
will attract more attention, and exert 
greater influence upon conditions, than 
what is said about the assurances given 
to the banks that they will not lose the 
money they have advaneed to the Pool. 
The omission is more important to the 


public than the statement. 
TRANS-CANADA AIR MAIL 

A trans-Canada air mail service is now 
definitely in prospect—via Detroit, Chi- 
cago and St. Paul, 

That loop through United States terri- 
tory is necessary because of the difficul- 
ties of maintaining a service from On- 
tario to Manitoba inside Canada, and be- 
cause there is at present little business to 
be picked up in that stretch of sparsely 
settled country. The diversion would, 
however, be temporary, and _ probably 
sooner rather than later, an all-Canadian 
service would evolve. | 

It seems to be settled that the mail 
fliers are to cross the mountains by the 
Crow's Nest route, and that Edmonton is 
to be thus left off the main line. That 
will be disappointing, but it, too, may be 
regarded as a more or less temporary ar- 
rangement. It is from central Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta that the air mail must 
draw the Jarge bulk of the traffic it de- 
velops in these provinces, and that traffic 
cannot be developed to the full by a ser- 
vice cutting across the southern fringe of 
the two provinces, ' 

The airplane, like the railway, will 
have to plan its operations to accommo- 
date business, and the northerly route 
across the prairies will eventually draw 
the service because that is where the 
business is to be found, 


COMPENSATION DUE

Five cents per bushel taken off the | 
freight charges on grain would be five | 
cents added to the price obtained by the 
grower, The appeal of the Grande Prairie 
board of trade for a five cent reduction | 
in the grain rate from the Peace River 
area thus points to a very practical way 
in which relief can be given to the 
farmers of that district. 

That would, of course, be giving ex- 
ceptional treatment to farmers in one | 
section of the west. But there are | 
grounds upon which the Dominion Govern- | 


ment could be justified in consenting to 
make up the loss to the railways and thus 
bring about the reduction: grounds which 
would prevent this concession being made 
a grievance or a precedent elsewhere. in 
the west. 

The Peace River has been given ex- 
ceptional treatment in the past in the 
matter of freight rates; but it was excep- 
tional in the other direction, For years 
Peace Kiver products were subject to 
reight rates based on the “mountain 
ifferential”, regardless of the fact that 
t is not a mountainous country and that 
ts products were not hauled over a 
sountain railway. 

That diser. mination has been removed. 
Sut the Peace River farmers have never 
wen given any kind of compensation for 
he extra-charges thus imposed and the 
vast amount of money that was taken 
‘rom them. A five cent reduction in rates 
to help in the marketing of their grain 
at this time would stand as a belated 
off-set to the excess charges under which 
they were compelled to operate for several 
years which charges helped to make 
conditions so hopeless that hundreds of 
settlers abandoned their farms and got 
out of the country. |

A CHANCE FOR STABILITY 

The best news that has come across 
the ocean since the breakdown of the Im- 
perial conference is the report that the 
Government of Great Britain is preparing 
a bill which will provide that a fixed per- 
conte of Britain's wheat requirements 
shall bought from the dominions. 

The announcement has not been made 
officially, but the report accords with the 
declared policy of the MacDonald Govern- 
ment and is in line with what might be ex- 
pected. “Quota buying” was offered as 
an alternative to a British tariff against 
foreign wheat, and appears to be the one 
kind of Sn that is practically pos- 
sible and worth while. hoping for. 

“Quota buying” might not, and prob- 
ably would not, mean that Canada would 
get a higher price for wheat sold in Bri- 
tain than for wheat sold elsewhere. The 
British consumer would object to paying 
an artificial price for wheat under the 
quota system for the same reasons that 
he will not stand for a tax against foreign 
wheat. 

But a quota arrangement would mean 
that a more or less determinable quantity 
of Canadian wheat, amounting perhaps to 
a hundred or more million bushels per 
year, could be sold in the British market. 
With that knowledge beforehand, Cana- 


| dian growers would be able to plan pro- 


duction with a greater measure of assur- 
ance as to markets than they have ever 
had except in war time. 

The price is the matter of chief con- 
cern to the wheat-grower. But next to 
that in importance is the knowledge that 
wheat can be sold. A standing order in 


Great Britain for a third or more of the 
yearly surplus of the Dominion would 
give stability to the wheat-growing busi- 
*ness, which is now carried on from year 
to year on the speculative assumption 
somewhere 


that buyers will be found 
when a crop is ripe.

DEFECTS CAUSE BACKWARD CHILDREN 

Fortunajely, child labor is no longer popular, al- 
though in the not very déstant past it was not un- 
common for children of six find eight years of age to 
labor in ill lighted and badly ventilated factories 
from ten to twelve hours a day. These Jong hours 
resulted in crippled bodies ond dwarfed intellects, 
Even though a great improvement has taken place 
in most civilized communities, there is much pro- 
gress that could ke made, There are still quite a few 
states and countries where the fourteen year age 
limit is not regulated by law, and in others, children 
of very youthfu) years may be permitted to work if 
needed by dependent parents. 

The human body does not usually develop its full 
strength until the age of twenty-five. If during the 
growing period the muscles are held in @ cramped 
position, or used for eight or tefl hours a day, it is 
found to produce a lopsided condition, Often diseases 
arise in immatured working children which can be 
directly traced to the occupation, For the body to de- 
velop properly it is necessary to have a great varia- 
tion of exercise during the day. Even sehool work, 
with the child sitting for several hours @ day in one 
position, may result in certain physical handicaps, 
such as crooked spines or one shoulder higher than 
the other. The chest is often cramped, making the 
child susceptible to tuberculosis, This tendency must 
be overcome by definite periods of regular exercise, 
which fortunately is now compylsory in most schools. 
When for some reason it is necessary that a child 
work, care and watchfulness should be used to see 
that the child is not strained, and there should be 
sufficient change in occupation and recreation to 
balance the task. Once the body has become deform- 
ed, it is practically impossible to overcome the harm 
done, The bones are not readily changed once they 
have become set, Parents have a great respow-ybil- 
ity in rearing children, for health ts the best endow- 
ment they may give to @ child. The aim should be a 
00d mind in a sound body, 

If you observe any defects in your child, such as 
stooped or slouching positions, flat ehest or limping, 
you should by all means see that the condition is 
corrected before it is too Jate. Usually an osteopathic 
or chiropractic doctor or a physical culture director 
will be able to tell you just what exercises the child 
should take. It should not be forgotten also that 
the diet plays an important part in the bone forma- 
tion of @ child, and you should see to it that your 
child is properly and adequately nourished, ‘The eyes 
should also receive atiention, There are thousands 
of children handicapped by poor eyesight unknown to 
parents and even to the children themselves, Many 
children who are @onsidered backward in school 
merely are suffering from some defect of the eyes 
or ears, We are just beginning to realize how im- 
portant the teeth are to the health. Many children 
are unable to properly digest food because of bad 
teeth, Others are poisoyied by abscessed teeth, and 
may be nervous because of the teeth growing in im- 
properly, Every child should be taken to the den- 
ie Sam or twice a year for an examination of the 

Defects in children should be corrected as soon 
as they are noticed, and any neglect to do this may 
irretrievably injure the child's health and chances 
for future happiness. ‘No parent would do this in- 
tentionally, but unfortunately the best intentions in 
the world are valueless if vigilance is not constantly 
exercised

On « visit to Berne in Switzerland, Madame Le 
Brun, the celebrated French painter, came upon & 
painting of a cat that delighted her 

“This is the work of a real artist,” she sald. “I 
should like to meet him.” 

She thus was introduced to Gottfried Mind, whom 
she later called “The Raphael of Cats.” She paid 
him the greatest compliment from one artist to 
another—she bought one of his pictures, Thereafter, 
whenever she went to Berne, she always acquired 
another, 

Gottfried Mind was an eccentric. His home fairly 
swarmed with cats, The most repulsive strays he saw 
in the streets were af once sure of a refuge with him. 
He owned dozens of eats at one time, It took all 
his spare money to buy them food. He liked to paint 
them. Having plenty of models always on hand, he 
pictured them in every conceivable attitude, singly 
and in groups. He was, in fact, a painter of cat 
portraits, In his pictures they actually lived again. 

His fame spread year by year, Even royalty came 
to buy from him, He might have associated with the 
most interesting and influential people in Berne 
However, he did not care to do so, He treated humans 
boorishly while exhibiting the greatest tenderness for 
his pets. 

His few visitors, entering his studio, found him 
sitting with his favorite pussy on his knee, while her 
kittens scamptred over his shoulders, His favorite 
was Mimette, If she picked his lap for a resting 
place, he would sit an hour rather than disturb her. 

On winter evenings, when he could not paint, Mind 
sat by his fire and cut out cats from chestnuts, These 
had a big sale and helped to provide his pets’ food. 

1809 there was what was thought to be an epl- 
demic of medness among the cats of Berne, The 
police set out to kill all of the animals. Mind was 
terribly upset. How could he save his pets? Everyone 
in the city knew his house was full of felines, It 
would be the first place the police came. 

He bade goodbye to all but Mimette. For her he 
would de‘y the authorities, He hid her until danger 
was past. 

More than eight hundred cats lost their lives in 
the massacre. To his dying day the painter never 
forgave it. 

Many budding artists brought their work to him 
for his opinion, Those who happened to paint cats, 
and did so poorly, were in bad luck, He would have 
nothing to do with them, no matter how talented they 
might be in other directions,

Death of Thomas Guy, December 
27, 1724. Thomas Guy built the 
hospital in London which bears his 


name, No man oould desire a finer 
memorial than such an institution 
represents.

Guy was rather an extraordin- 
ary man, who seems to have been a 
mixture of financial cutencss—the 
manner in which his fortune was 
made having been the subject of 
somewhat severe criticism—and 
open-hearted charity.

He, himself, 
commenced life as a bookseller, A 
certain business. astuteness and a 
little financial dexter'ty made him 
a very rich man.

If we could only thaw out the 
frozen buying power, to Which J 
have referred before in these art- 
icles, there is no reason why 1931 
should not be a year of economic 
health, 

We could not recapture in a fort- 
night the phantom prosperity of 
the inflationist period that preced- 
ed the market slump, but we could 
beat our way quickly back to heal- 
thy normality of business and in- 
dustry. 

I speak now of factors that are 
wholly under our control 

There are, of course, deeper and 
longer-range factors over which we 
do not have control, 

An economic situation that is 
world-wide cannot be cured save by 
world-wide remedies, 

We shall doubtless see phases of 
temporary recovery from the cur- 
rent world-wide depression, but we 
shall not lay its ghost fully and 
finally until economic necessity has 
pounded enough sense into our 
heads to make us realize that the 
modern world is an economic unity 
and cannot be considered merely a 
hunting preserve for competitive 
tariffs and trade policies. 

Mating war as I do, convinced as 
T am Ahat war is @ moral apostasy 
and the shame of statesmanship, I 
think we could well afford to stop 
worrying about military disarma- 
ment for 10 years and focus al! our 
intelligence upon the ‘oblem of 
economic d'sarmament, for it is our 
economic armaments that are creat- 
ing our military armaments. 

if we had a@ clean slate upon 
which to write, if we could scrap 
the tariff and trade insanities that 
blind nationalisms have created, a 
deven intelligent men around a 
table could work out @ set of world- 
wide economic reements that 
would set the wheels of the world’s 
industry whirring and bring the 
bloom back to the cheek of anemic 
agriculture, 

Our grandchildren will not thank 
us for the strut and swagger ofour 
nationalisms if we stand in the way 
of a world-wide economic program 
and will them a world alfiicted with 
chronic depression. , 

Bome day awakened peoples will 
drive out of office leaderships that 
cannot think in terms of the eco- 
nomic unity of the modern world,

000,000 in automobiles, represen’ ng 
an annual oullay of $50,000,000 in a 
province that has a population of less 
han 700,000, according to an estimate 


made by Hon. O. L. McPherson, min- 
ister of public works. 

Tt is also estimated that there are 
70,000 miles of travelled roads in Al- 
berta, 

This, said the Min‘ster, presented 
some idea of the difficulties faced by 
the government in prov-ding trans- 
porta ion facilities, 

Alber a has a population of 2,5 per- 
sons to the square mile, as compared 
to 183 in the New England and mid- 
Atlantic sta‘es. In the British Isles 
the densi y is 389 to the square mile.

BUILD FOR FUTURE 

The need of a balanced program 
between main, secondary and district 
highways was stressed by the Min- 
ister, Each was ibportant in the de- 
velopment of the province.

The subject of birth control is look- 
ed upon in America, he said, as some- 
thing that should not even b 
mentioned. He called attention to a 
remark made by Margaret Sanger, in 
which she referred to our Congressmen 
as “just like adolescent schoolboys, 
giggling at the mention of birth con- 
tro}.” | 

“Whether they be regarded as good) 
or bed,” Huxley said, “we should dis- 
cuts problems like this, But I'm afraid | 
it will take some little time to educate | 
the world to the tremendous import- 
ance of birth control.” 

FEARS DEGENERATION 

The youthfy biologi-t believes that! 
the absence of birth control, in its 
present proportions, will cause the 
world to degenerate 

“The birth rate in every country has 
been falling for some years,” he faid 
“This decline is mort noticeable, how- 
ever, among the well-to-do classes. | 
The poorer people of the warld wiil 
have nothing to do with birth control | 


} “On the face of it one can see 
that this is harmful. The rich people | 
jare not having children and the poor! 
people continue to have them, ‘The 
great problem, therefore, which con- 
jfronts the active advocates of birth 
control, is to reach all classes. And 
that, most certainly, is a prob’em. The}

him to drive her to London 

the next induced the taxi-driver to 
take her to Torquay, telling him that 
ashe was going to arrest five Americans 
who were at an hotel there. 

For some reason or other, the driver 
believed her, and, acting on her in- 
atructions, drove her to Paignton 
Then he became suspicious, and de 
elded to telephone to the police him- 
self, but while he was doing so the 
woman disappeared, and eventually 
ahe went to Exeter 

The next thing known of her was 
that an Exeter City footballer named 
M'Cosh was walking down Sidwell 
street, when he was told that a woman 
‘wanted to see him at the White Lion 
Hotel. 

Being curious, he went in, and saw 
the accused standing in the passage 
Sie said, “Are you M’Cosh, of Exeter 


City?” He replied ‘Yes She then 
remarked, “You are not the man,” 
and went on to tell him that in 
Motherwell, Scotland, she had been 
introduced to a Mr. M’Cosh, and 


stayed with him, and that, according) 
to Scottish law, if a man and woman; 


resided together for a time they were 
duly man and wife. 
HER PAWN TICKETS 

She added that she was the daughter 
of a Canadian rancher, and that her 
father had deposited $20,000 with Sir 
Henry Curtis Bennett for the benefit 
of her husband. 

Accused suggested that M’'Cosh 
should pretend he was her husband 
and go to London and claim the §20, 
000, but she said that the Motherwell 
M'Cosh owed her $1,000, an amount 
which it was necessary for her to get 
back before any action could be taken 
regarding the $20,000.

BANK CLERK SHOT 
DEAD BY ACCIDENT 


Customers in London Bank 
Witness to the 
Tragedy 


While a group of bank clerks were 
examining a revolver in the Dominion 
Colonia) and Overseas branch of Bar- 
clays Benk, in Gracechurch street, 
London, E.C., it went off accidentally 
One of them, Donald Fox, aged 20, of 
Golien Mano, Hanwell, w hot dead. 

The accident occurred after a party 
of clerks had returned from revolver 
practice, and when scores of cus- 
tomers were transacting last-minute 
business before the bank closed for 
the day. 

A man who was present said that 
the clerks were examining the revolver 
behind a counter, 

“Bomeone rushed into the street, 
shouting, ‘A man has been shot,’ and 
this caused a crowd to collect under 
the impression that there had been a 
raid.”’ 

A brother of the dead man first 
learned of the tragedy from a news- 
paper report. 

“When I settled down in the train 
on my way home," he said. ‘I opened 
my evening newspaper, and the first 
thing 1 read was that my brother had 
been shot."’ 

Fox was educated at Southall 
County School, and had lived in Han- 
well all his life.

Gives Ju-Jitsu Exhibition in

JUDGE INTERESTED 


Disproves Evidence That He 
Aimed Revolver at 
Policemen 


An unusual scene, even for the Old! 
Bailey, was witnessed by a crowded 
court, when a prisoner was allowed 
to give, on the solicitors’ table, a de- | 
monstration of ju-jiteu to prove, as He 
alleged, the police evidence was wrong. 

Edward John Fisher, aged 49, a de- 
corator, was charged with possessing 
a revolver and ammunition with intent 
to endanger life 

It was stated for the prosecution 
that Constables Davidson and Evans 
saw Fisher behaving suspiciously at 
jnight near Hampstead Heath, and ar- 
jrested him He kicked out violently. 
They closed with him, and fell to the 
ground. 

Evans struck Visher with a trun- 
cheon, and Davidson used ju-jitsu to 
restrain him. 

It was alleged that Fisher then pro- 
duced a loaded revolver from his poc- 
ket, and pointed it at Davidson, who 
wrenched it from him

DEAD CONVICT HAD 
KEV TO HANDCUFFS 


Inquest Opened on Prisoner 
Who Jumped to Death 
From Train 
CORRIDOR STRUGGLE 


Four Men En Route to 
Dartmoor Make Fight 
For Liberty 


The question as to how a convict 
came to be in possession of a key 
which he used in a desperate attempt 
to escape was raised at the recent in- 
quest at Romsey on Thomas Fern, 
who was killed when he leapt from 
a train, 

With three other convicts, Fern was 
being taken from Winchester to Dart- 
moor Prison, in charge of two warders. 
It was after leaving Eastleigh that the 
struggle for liberty took place 

Three of the convicts were over- 
powered, but Fern sprang from the 
train and was found dead by the side 
of the line 

The four prisoners had been secured 
to a gang chain, to which a wrist cuff 
on each prisoner was locked. 

Robert Flitton, one of the warders 
rom Winchester, told the coroner that 
a key which would unlock cuffs was 
found in the train, It did not belong 
to the escort. 

“It is assumed," added Flitton, “that 
one of the convicts got possession of 
the key, and an inquiry is proceed- 
ing.”’ 

PRISONERS SEARCHED 

Filitton said the key was not of the 
same pattern as that used by the 
prison authorities. The prisoners had 
been searched but nothing was found 

The Governor told the coroner that 
Fern had not been anywhere near the 
workshops and the key could not have 
been menufactured in the prison. 

The jury returned a verdict of “‘Ac- 
cidental death due to misadventure.” 


Guarded by two warders, the four 
convicts were being transferred from 
Winchester Prison to Dartmoor. The 
prisoners, wearing civilian clothes, 
were chained togetker. 


the prisoners asked to be 
allowed to leave the compartment, 

The four men, atill chained to- 
gether, were taken along the corridor, 
and Fern had just been released from 
his handcuffs in the lavatory when he 
suddenly attacked a warder. 

The warders were in danger of being 
overpowered, but help was at hand. 

The train guard, George Watts, 
heard the shouts of the warders, and 
hurrying into the corridors threw him- 
self into the struggle and grappled

Child Dies of Scalds as Re- 
sult of Stopper Coming

The death from scalds of a well- 
known artist's baby daughter was in- 
quired into by the East Sussex coroner 
at Hove recently. 

The baby was Jennifer Ann Watts 
aged four weeks, the child of Mr. 
Leonard Watts, of near 
Worthing. She died on Nov. 8 in a 
Hove nursing home from exhaustion 
due to scalds received in the home 
when she was 13 days’ old. 

Alice Louise Brunning, who was tn 
charge of the nursing staff, said that 
when she heard the baby cry she went 
into the room, and found she had been 
scalded by a hot-water bottle. 

She tested the bottle, which had 
been in the baby’s bed, and found that 
the stopper waa not secure enough to 
prevent the water running out. 

She asked the nurse in charge of the 
baby why there was no cover on the 
bottle, and the nurse replied; “Be- 
cause I was so busy and in a hurry.” 

Wiorence Harris, the baby's nurse, 
said she placed the hot-water bottle 
in the baby’s bed, and then went 
downstairs to get a cover. She had 
tested the stopper and thought it was 
secure, She added: “I think I did not 
give myself enough time.’ 

In returning @ verdict of ‘Death 
from misadventure,” the jury said 
they did not think the type of bottle 
used ta the home 4 satisfactory.
